All Hope Abandoned Even hy the 
Doctors. 


The President’s Death May Occur 
at Any Hour. 


At the Most, He Can Last But 
a Few Days. 


The Dangerous Chills Continue and 
Force His Pulse Up to 
Over 140. 


Qur Special and Associated Press Dis- 
patches Tell the Whole Story. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONG BRANCH, September 19, 12 M.—AIil 
hope isdead. The President is dying. All 
the physicians admit it. Even 
Dr. Bliss has ceased to deny it, 
and Dr. Agnew, who has persistently 
refused to express any opinion or talk to the 
reporters, says now there is no hope. I have 
just had a conversation with him. He 
spoke very much like a man 
who considered the case absolutely 
settled. The onlv doubt that remains 
is about the time of the final dissolution. Dr. 
Agnew says frankly that it is impossible to 
venture an opinion on that part, but it seems 
certain that the end cannot be more thana 
few days. Atthesametime itis liable to 
occur anyhour. The substanceof my inter- 
view in brief is as follows: Dr. Agnew says 
the case is hopeless and that the President 
cannot, at best, live more thana few days. 
He distinctly stated in answer to a particular 
question that the cause of death is blood- 


poisoning and the abscesses on the lung,as the : 


POST-DISPATCH stated weeks ago. He 
says there is no possible cure for the poison 
in the blood and that the four chills during 
the last’ three davs are 
by it. The chills he 

in reply to my inquiries, as much like con- 
vulsive, shivering chills, involving a contrac- 
tion and rigidity of the muscles, causing 
high fever and exhaustion. -I asked him 
whether the President was conscious and 
aware ofthe imminent danger, and the re- 
ply was, ‘Yes, he is entirely conscious and 
understands the situation.’? I asked him 
about Mrs. Gartield, and he intimated that 
it .was not bis duty to communicate 
the newsto her, and that she probably is 
still clinging to the faith which she has thus 
far persistently held that her husband would 
not die, but was sure to _ recover. 
By the way, in this connection it 
may not be without interest and 
consolation to know that the story about the 
interesting condition of Mrs. Gartield is ab- 
solutely false. The story was telegraphed 
to all the papers, repeated by 
the Associated Press and was never contra- 
dicted, and it is believed by most 
people that Mrs. Garfield is expected to be- 
come a mother in afew months. I can state 
upon the authority of a member 
of the Cabinet that the story was a 
pure fabrication without a shadow of 
truth. tis rather singular that this story 
should have reached publicity without con- 
tradiction. There is no one here now who 
does not expect the death of the President as 
a settied fact. All the members of the Cabi- 
net are here except Blaine, who will 
probably arrive to-morrow. It is thought 
that Mrs. Garfield will not consenttoa pub- 
lic demonstration like that of Lincoln. |The 
Cabinet wiil resign in a body as soon as 
Arthur takes the reins. Most of them dco 
not expect to beretained, and privately say 
they are prepared fora complete and radical 
change. Windom may be retained, as 
he has acted shrewdly in keeping Robertson 
and the New York Custom-bouse from 
fighting Conkling. Blaine will be sent 
abroad, probably to England. Conkling and 
Grant will be the leading influence behind 
Arthur. de Ee

Dr. Boynton says that during 
the prevalence of the rigor the Presidents 
pulse went up to 143 beats and was very 
feeble. At this hour it has decreased to 
ubout 140 beats.

This Morning’s Rigor. 

LONG BRANCH, September 19.—Dr. Boyn- 
ton this morning said: ‘The President passed 
the most quiet nizht he has experienced since 
he was shot. The reason for it can readily be 
accounted for by the extreme weakness of 
the patient. Hes fearfully weak and debil- 
itated.”? The doctor then explained the oc- 
currence of the rigor. It appears that the 
chill came on while the morning dressing 
was in progress and the dressing had to be 
stopped on account of its occurrence. The 
patient first complained of feeling cold, and 
ulmost immediately Was attacked with a se- 
vere shaking. During the time the chill pre- 
vailed Dr. bli S says vomiting and severe 
retching occurred. The rigor was of about 
twenty minutes’ duration. After it passed off 
the patient became comparatively comforta- 
ble und partook of some nourishment, and 
his pulse fell about three beats to 140. While 
the chill Wason the pulse was 143 and very 
feeble. 

Dr. Bliss brieflysummed up the situation 
as Cecided)y critical. He said there was no 
doubt but the rigors were the result of ex- 
tended complications in the iizht luag, 
aided, of-course, by the exhausted condition 
of the President, which has been crused by 
blood poisoning. Dr. Boynton eX- 
pects the patient to rally from 
the effects of this morning’s rigor, 
but admits there is cause for the greatest ap- 
prebension. He says the chills may continue 
for some time without serious results, but it 
is not possible to inake any predictions as to 
the course the disease will take next. It was 
now agreed by all the attending surgeons 
that the rigors are the results of the lung 
trouble and the pyawmic condition of the 
blood. 


No Ray of Hope. 

NEw YORK, September 19.—The Evening 
Post’s special says: Dr. Boynton says 
the President is very low. His 
mind is wavering. He says little or 
nothing. Whenaskedif the coughing had an 
unfavorable effect on the wound, the Doctor 
said, ‘No; he has got beyond that.” Dr. Bliss 
spoke very frankly. He said the President 
was very low and showed no signs of re- 
covery. Chills were to be expected now 


at any time, and _ their continuance 
must end fatally. He could not 
foretell the course of the disease. Death, if 
it came, would probably come from exhaus- 
tion and would not be sudden. ‘The temper- 
ature during the last chill was very threaten- 
ing. Thev were, he said, of course doing 
what they could to inodify the severity of the 
chills and the suffering of the patient. The 
blood poisoning was evidently present toa 
pronounced cegree. Dr. Agnew says he 
connect really give any encouragement. 
Being askea whether the final result is to be 
expected in bours or days,be said it might be 
ina day ortwo. Dr. Bliss subsequently said 
the President might be taken off in a cnill at 
anv time before we know it. Dr. Boynton 
seve there is no longer any doubt but that 
the President must soon die. Dr,Agnew admits 
that the chills are caused by the extension of 
the lung troubles. This has not been acknowl- 
edged by apy of the physicians except De. 
Bovnton before. The stoppage in expecto- 
ration is not a good sign, as it indic ites pent- 
up pus is retained in the lungs. The pulse, 
during the last chilk, was so weak ang feeble 
it could not be counted beyond 146, but it 
went bigher than that. The President ts not 
improving. He may list a week and may 
last longer. It is impossible to make aoy 
predictions, but the President’s condition is 
about as bad asitcan be. Stimulating ene- 
mata are being administered. 

Dr. Bliss bas made a statement as (o the 
origin and progress of the  Presi- 
dent’s lung __ troubles. He said the 
lung trouble began with hypostatic 
congestion, caused in part by his being in a 
recumbent position and because the side was 
injured by the wound. Their attention was 
directed to the lungs weeks avo. They care- 
fully examined them frequently both by 
oscultation and percussion and found the area 
and extent of the duliness. This was previous 
tosuppuration of the parotid gland. The par- 
otid swelling caused an inflammation which 


extended from the gland to the mucous mem- 
brane of the throat and larynx, and after- 
ward invaded the bronchial passages and 
was attracted tothe right lung ratber than 
to the left, because the injury was on that 
side, and there was a slight 
congestion there. These two condi- 
tions met in the right lung. There 
was finally added to that blood poison‘nsg, 
which in the course of time was sufficient to 
develep in the right lung an inclination to 
al sess, This was not developed 
until within three or four days, 
As to the Presidents condition Dr. 
Bliss savs itis verv bad. He has a chance. If 
he should die the Doctor does not expect he 
will die within a day or two unless embolism 
should set in, and he might live a week. 
His vitality and resistive powers are 
anomalous; they are perfectly wonderful. 
Dr. Agnew and himself both remarked that 
notwitbstanding the bad history of this case, 
yet when one entered the room 
und saw the firm, = reliant expres- 
sion upen the President’s face and his manner 
of speaking, it was enouzh, the Doctor sai4. 
totake one almost off his feet. Dr. Bliss 
concluded by saying: ‘‘Hope is buried only 
in the grave.”? 
LATER. 

Dr. Bliss savs: “*fhere is no immediate 
elergency in the President’s con- 
dition. He called for a hand 
ylass after the morning dressing 
and said, **I cannot understand whv I am so 
weak when I look SO well.”? 
His voice is not so hoarse as when 
the parotid gland was inflamed. There is no 
eviderce of repair this morning in any of the 
wounds. The discharge from the wound is 
thin andalittle stringy; s*ill he is very 
cheerful. The Jeft lung seems to be oniy 
sligbtly affected.’”?> Dr. Agnew suys there is 
no hope. 


Preparing for His Death. 

LONG BRANCH, September 19.— Dr. Agnew 
pronounces the case decidedly alarming. 
The guards about Francklyn Cottage have 
been ordered, in the event of the President’s 
demise, to immediately extend their picket 
lines. The Government will probably mon- 
opolize the only telegraph wire which runs 
to Elberon, and the press dispatches will, 
in that event, have to be sent twenty miles 
by courier. 

Ready for the End. 

LONG BRANCH, September 19.—Attorney- 
Gereral MacVeagh on behalf ofthe Cabinet has 
othcially notitied the manager of the Western 
Union Telegraph to hold a spe:ial wire from 
Elberon forthe exclusive use of the Govern- 
ment at a moment’s notice. A corps of couri- 
ers has been organized between the telegraph 
oftices at Elberon and the West End for press 
and private dispatches.

Cooked food. 

Frown the San Prancie 
Nesr Anaheim, Caui.. resides a family, the 
members of wWhicd, for several vears past, 
buve eaten no cooked food. [aa recent con- 
Versation between the bead of the family, 
qseorge It. Hinde, and a Cal! reporter, Mr. 
Hinge said: “since September, 1875, we 
have used neither tish, flesh nor fowl: nor 
co we partake of eggs, milk, butter, sugar, 
honey, sviup, salt or condiments of any kKiad. 

Ye use no bread, por anything that has been 
subjected to-the action of. fire: therefore 
Vexzetulnes taat cannot be eaten raw are «also

“fo you consider all these articles hurt- 
fuir’? 

‘Not absouutely: they are nourishing tothe 


povsical partof our nature, but we believe 
iuat for this purpose sufficient nourishment 
<an be obtained in fruit and other food in its 
hituiai state. Fire burns out the spirit of 
foad, rendering it mere dead matter, fit only 
for the stibstance of the animal nature, leay- 
ing the spirttual to starve.” : 

“But what do you eat”? 

“Fruit mainly, with nuts, berries, raisins, 
and tae cracked kernels of grain softened in 
water.’ 

‘That cannot give you much variety.” 

“Oh, yes. Toere are inasy kinds of veze- 
ta0.e¢s We cain Use raw, and toev are mure 
polutable, When you become accustomed to 
their use, in thetr natural state. Your craving 
for cooked fool is beeause vour system has 
mecome habituated toits use. The taste for 
food as nature provides it soon becomes tixed 
by bactt. We eat uncooked green corn, peas, 
beans, ete., With more relish than we once did 
thie same articles cooked. We would as soun 
think of cooking a radish as a turnip.’’ 

“What avout potatoes?” 

**We are bot partial to any vegetable that 
grows underzround, though we dosometimes 
ext oniots and turnips, Which grow near the 
surface, exposed tothe sun and air.’’ 

“How do you manuge iu th2 winter—say 
fron: December to April?” : 

‘The variety is not so great asin summer: 
Hutoranyes sare then in their prime, while 
nuts and raisins never fail, ani cracked 
wheat sud oaten grits areas vientifulin Jan- 
uary asin-uly. Inthis climate there is no 
time when fresh fruit of some kind is not at- 
tatuable. In factit may be plucked from the 
tree during every month in the vear. jna 
<iimate Where northern ifuits will grow, and 
vet suco delicate plants as tomato vines «are 
seldom toucbed by frost, there must be vreat 
Vaiiety and abunuance of proluction. Straw- 
berries may be gathered here from January 
to December; green peas and beans, tomitto:s 
and vegetables grow the yearrouad. Oranges 
begin to ripen in Decemnher, and remain on 
the tree till June: then figs, peaches, pears, 
pitims, apricots, apples, nectarines, grapes, 
etc., follow—a never ending supply until 
January, wito its golden fruits, comes again.” 

**| suppose it was the fitness of our Cali- 
fornia climate forthe life you lead that in- 
duced you to come here.’’ 

‘‘No; for we did not then live on fruit, but 
such a consideration doubtless influenced our 
guides inselecting this part of the world for 
cur residence. ’’ 

‘(suides! I thought you selected it vour- 
self.’ 

*Yes, I did; butit was under spirit direc- 
tion.” 

**Oh, the ‘guides,’ then, are disemhodied

This conversation between Mr. Hinde and 
the reporter took p ace at Anaheim, and the 
reporter appearing to be interested, Mr. Hinde 
invited him to visir his house. 

A ride of tive miles over a sandy road 
brought them to the family residence—a 


large, square building, surmounted by a 
tower, In answerto questions, Mr. Hinde 


stated that #t Was coustrugted under spirit 
Cfreetion, ata cost of about $12,000. Mrs. 
Htinde met her husband and Visiter atthe 
coor, and showed the latter into the house, 
v hile her husband went to put up the team. 
The reception room, oval in form, was plain- 
I, furnished. but quite pleasant. Subse- 
quent examination of the mansion 
revealed several other rooms, Which 
are either round or oval, sharp angles 
having been carefully avoided. ‘The inter- 
hal arrangement of the building is 
convenient, though without much regard to 
cconomy ofspace. There are several bath- 
rooms, 4 niultiplicity of closets and a wide 
hail which winds around through the inter- 
ior as if looking for more Vacant spice to oc- 
cupy. Itisa costly house and the expense, 
to an ordinary observer, appears outof pro- 
oe to the advantages gained by its pecu- 
lar construction. But probably the ‘“‘spir- 
its’? knew what they were about. It was ex: 
pained that ‘*asthere are few abrupt angles 
in the rooms,there can be littleimpedimentto 
tie magnetic currents, the free movement of 
Which is so essential to spiritual harmonv.”’ 
The reporter partook of several meals}with 
tbe family, and, indeed, they were “not bad,” 
though itis probable thatafter a few days of 
stich fare there would be a sinking sensation 
inthe region ofthe stomach, and it might 
require months for the system to accommo- 
date itselfto the diet. There were on the 
talle oatmeal, ryemeal and cracked wheat, 
softened in water—all, of course, uncooked, 
tut not unpalatable toa bungrv man. There 
“ere no condiments, not even salt. There 
vere Os, raisins, dried peaches soak- 
ec in water, apples, nuts, tomatoes 
snd oranges—not all of these at once, at 
times during his stay. In the storehouse there 
were bushels of peanuts, raised onthe place 
end plenty of tomatoes,which had been driec 
intbesun. Lemons and limes are used to 
some extent, though not freely, as no sugar 
is allowed to modify the acid. Honey is con- 
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sidered a greater abomination than sugar. 
Cold water is the only drink, and but little of 
that, as the moisture of fresh fruit is usuailv 
sufficient to satisfy thirst. In summer they 
bave melonsinabundance. The real estate 

_of “*Fraternia’” originally consisted of twen- 
ty-four acres, but a p'at of six acres was sold, 
and the eight acres of the remainder deeded 
to alawyer for defending suits, so that only 
ten acres remain. 

It is spoken of as a remarkable fact that 
there bas been no sickness in this fumily since 
the members became habituated to the use of 
the dried fruit diet. Evencontagious diseases 
which usually attack cbildren are not taken, 
notwithstanding repeated exposures. For 
several weeks after adopting the diet one 
loses flesh and spirits, but soon regains 
weight and vigor. Any relapse into former 
diatetic habits brings on illness. For this 
reason it was tirst found necessary to pro- 
hibittbe children from taking cooked food 
offered them atthe neighbors’: but now the 
little ones are as tenacious in their adherence 
to a fruit diet as are the adults. Whe mother 
and several of the ebitdren do not appear to be 
very rugged, but Mr. Hinde and one of his 
daughters are; ictures of health. VPriortothe 
adoption of trnit diet, Mrs. Hinde and two or 
three of the childrea had been ‘ailing’. for 
vears. The reporter suggested to Mr. Hinde 
tha’ people could not live on stich food ina 
eco d climut : therefore he could not expect 
the world ever to adopt the principles he ad- 
vyocates. He admitted that in eountries of 
cold and damp climate food of a more warin- 
ing nature is required, but be thourht an im- 
provement migbt be mide eveninsuch places. 
Southern California, however, is just the 
place for a fruit diet, as itsewarm, dry atmos- 
phere-renders the use of heating food un- 
necessary, While its fine climate is adapted to 
the cultivation of a great variety of fruits. 

In repelling the charge of fanaticisin which 
has beep made against hum, Mr, Hinde said: 
“I migbt with more propriety -assert that 
those who are so biinded by custom as to ia- 
diu'ge in the degrading habits of savave iife 
are the fanatics, instead of those who have 
learned to abandon hurtful practices. Meat- 
eaters Worsbip ata sprine setup by canni- 
bals—human beasts onty one vrade hisher 
than the tiger of the iung’e. Man has siowlv 
progressed out of barbarism,but his spiritual 
nature has not developed as rapidly «as his 
intellectual. IJItisevidentthere can be no 
great progress spiritually without 
a change in oul habits of life, 
and especially in our svstem of dietetics. A 
inan is made of the food he eats: if he par- 
tukes of cross food he wil! be gross. Nature 
provides man with food fit to sustain his 
»piritualas well as physical organization,but 
most men are so littie. advanced beyond ani- 
mviiism that thev eat flesh, tit only for wild 


beasts, and injure by cooking fruit and 
grain, Which unmolested would ve good. By 


expelling with fire the spiritual element in 
food, thereby depriving it of that which is 


best adapted for spiritual sus- 
tenance, man prevents the growth 
of the spiritual in his own nature. 


I bave become convinced, not osly by the 
teachings of spirit friends and by my own 
ressou an-l knowledge of natural law, but 
also by years of experience, that we should 
partake of food as nature provides it for our 
use. Am] therefore a fanatic? When Gali- 
leo taught that the earth is round, while 
nearlv everybody else beiieved it to be that, 
he was called a fanatic: and now, when 
everybody believes itto be round, the poor 
negro preacher who maintains that it is tat 
iscuiled affanatic. The majority have changed 
sides on that question, and they may vet 
change sides onthis. In my opinion there 
is good reason for the change.’”’

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ARSENIC IN NEW ENGLAND. 


A Singular Series of Deaths ‘in a New 
Hampshire Village. 
. Lancaster (N. H.) Cor. New York Sun. 


There is much speculation over the stranze 
and apparently unaccountable deaths that 
have recently occurred in two weil-knowa 
families here. A reporter of the sun has 
succeeded in gleaning the following fact= 
about them: In adjoining tauses in one of 
the principal streets lived Mr. Barton G. 
Towne and Dr. Frank Bugbee. The family 
ef the former consisted of himself, his wife 
and her daughter, Miss Nellie Webb. Dr. and 
Mrs. Bugnee, Hattie Bugbee, fourteen years 
old, and Hannah Regan, a servant girl, made 
up the other household. Mrs. Bugbee was a 
duugbter of Mrs. Towne, and the families 
were of course veryistimate. All the mem- 
bers of both families were warmly 
attached to each other. On Jaly 
IS Miss Hattie, Dr. Bugbee’s daugn- 
ler, Was stricken with diphtheria, and lived 
but a few davs. Just five days after her 
death Mrs, Bugbee was taken iil and died 
almost immediately. Her death was soon 
foilowed by the death of tbe servant, and 
this in turn by the sickress of Dr. Burhee. 
Dr. Bugbee soon recovered and went about 
his Gaily duties, but was again obliged to 
giveupendleave town to try to restata his 
health. He went to various places, and 
finally visited Derby Line, Vt., where resideu 
two brothers of his who were practicing 
phisicians. Returning from there he Was 
tuken suddenly sick and died ina few days. 
The physicians said that his disease Was ma- 
lignant diphtperia and b'ood poisoning, the 
same disease that had carried otf the members 
of his hcusehold. The death of so ininy peo- 
pie in one locality gave rise to the supposi- 
tion that the cause might be imperfect 
drainage, and the Board of Health made an 
investiyation Without finding anything out of 
the wat, In November Mrs. Towne, Mrs. 

1 and died very 


Buebee’s mother, was taken il 
sucdenly. The doctors said again thatit was 
bleed poisoning. The sixth and last death, 
that of Mr. Towne, occurred in the same min- 
ner and With similursymptoms on February 
of the present year. To determine the cause 
of soinsny deaths in one part of town, the 
authoriiies caused Mr. Towne’s body to be 
exbuined in May, and an analysis of the stom- 
ach, made bv a jocal chemist, revealed, to ive 
horror of the community, that he had been 
poisoved by arsenic, which was foundin con- 
siderabie quantities; ia August the bodies 
of Dr. and Mrs. Bugbec and Mrs. Towne were 
examirved und the vital organs were 
mitted to Prof. Wood, of Cambridge, who 
about two weeks ago reported tbat no 
poison Was found io the case of Mrs. bug- 
bee. The reportinthe case of Dr. Bugvee 
and Mrs. Towne, just received, shows that in 
the former traces of whisky and arsenic 
were found, and in the lutter arsenic aione. 
As these reports leave the case, the tirst 
three persons who died—Miss [fattie andl 
Mrs. Bugbee and Hannubh Regan—died from 
patural causes, and Dr. Bugbee and Mr. and 
Mrs. Towne came totheir death by poison. 
Tbe only meniber of the two families living 
ix Miss Nellie Webb, who, last fall. married 
Burt Mayo, a conducior on the B.C. M. Rail- 
road. She bad beena member of the Towne 
family since she Wasa verv little child, and 
had shown the utmost affection for all the 
members of bothfamilies. For some reason 
suspicion rested on her, but there is no proo! 
Whatever, und she hus the sympathy of the 
community. When Dr. Bugbee returned 
from Derby Line he brought a demijohn of 
whisky, Which he considered better than 
could be obtained in. town, aud gave this 
medicinally to Miss Webb, Mr. and Mrs. 
Towne, and a brother of the Townes frum 
Littletun, N. H. All were made more or less 
sick bY ils use. 
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The Origin of the Chinese Pigtail. 
Froin the London Globe. 

A recent imperial edict on the subject ecalis 
our attention to the origin of the piztail, 
Which is .ow the distinctive mark of a native 
of the flowery land. Itis one of the strange 
phenomena of ton! country, Where everything 
is so ancient, and Where so few innovations 
bave been tolerated, that this practice, which 
was Originally the badge of conquest, should 
have been not merely accepted, vut permitted 
to intertwine itself-so closely with the nation- 


allife that it would now reyuire forcible 
meusures to induce the people to 
forego it. For in the days be- 
fore the Manchu conquest, when the 


throne was occupied by the great dynasties 
of antiquity, the Chinese allowed their hair 
to yrow as best it pleased them, and they 
were even known to some of their neighbors 
astbe “‘iong-haired race.’? But when the 
yreat soldier, Noorhachu, marched south- 
wards from Monkden to conquer China and 
establish the Manchu dynasty, ‘he gave an 
order to his lieutenants to compel the people 
as they submitted to shave their heads, in 
token of theirsurrender. The Manchus were 
thus enabled to discover at a glance which of 
the Chinese were vanquisned and which were 
not, while the thoroughness of their success 
was expressed in the most formal and em- 
pbhatic manner. 

This practice, which was adopted partly 
from the exigencies arising out of the 
conquest of the multitudes of Chinabya 
mere handful of Tartar soldiers, was con- 
tinued, and became an integral portion of 
the Manchu system of government, and the 
result has tended to confirm the wisdom of 
the founders of the present dynasty. The 
popular views on the subject of the pigtail 
have not yet been ascertained with any de- 
gree of certitude; but it may be remarked 
that all the insurrections of the last twenty 
years have putforward as one of their fea- 
tures the intention to renew this practice, 
Which has there been represented as a badge 
of conquest. There now, however, seems 
more chance than ever of its perpetuation.

According te this gentie- 
man, Dr. Bliss has no hesitation in telling one 
story to newspaper men and another to doc- 
tors. He is said to be a little afraid of Biaine, 
and usually speaks more frankly to him than 
to anybody, which may perhaps account for 
the pessimist character of Blaine’s dispatches 
to London. When the President was very 
low three weeks ago,it was reported that 
Dr. Hamilton discovered that his vowels 
were ina frightful condition and were the 
real cause of the alarming symptoms, and 
with consulting with Dr. Bliss ran to the 
nearest drug store and got some charcoal, 
without which the patient was relieved.

A CHINESE PICNIC. 


A Chowder Festival With No Chowder, 
Hut Pienty of Noise and Fun. 
From the New York World. 

The most novel picnic of the season was 
“the first annual Chinese chowder excur- 
sion,’? Which was heid at New Dorp,s.I., 
yesterday. This quiet spot was never before 
the scene ofso much noise. as was produced 
by the Chinese orchestra, comprising several! 
flutes, two or three inandolins, DUuYe guitars, 
sonerous banjos, surill pipes, imitations of 
tie Scotch alticie, with tremendous scrcech- 
ing power, a monster bass drum, 4a snare 
drum,two great evinbals and an immense 
cone. This truly dreadful collection of in- 
sitrumepis was kept in constant operation 
during the entire duy, and on the way home 
the air was rent with hideous souads, draw- 
ing crowds of curious folk all along the route. 
Aithough the festival Was the result of the 
(hibese desire for chowder, strane to say, 
no chowder was supplied at either meal. 
Kyom the picnic point of view it was a verv 
tame business throughout, though the China- 
men generally appexured to enjoy it. 

Twelve carriages conveyed the party from 
Mott street to the Staten Island Ferry, and 
thence ‘to Samuel Burbank’s club grounds at 
South Beach, New Dorp. There were 
between forty and fifty Chinamen and about 
a score of Caucasian guests. Deputy Sheriif 
Lom Lee, the Chinese Mogul, wus master of 
ceremonies. As soon asthe party left their 
carriaves the bugle sounded for luneb, which 
was wel! served and quickly eaten. Then the 
Chinamen wandered into the field, but with 
asby, melancholy demeanor, as if afraid they 
were doing something wrong. Later in the 
day tbis shyvess wore off, and the Chinamen 
epzaged in foot-bal!, kicking timidly at first, 
but gradually warming to their work. Then 
there Was a foot-race between four Chinsa- 
men, and afterwards a novel horse-race, in 
which three Wbite men and one Chiaaman 
took part, The stand was fi.led with excited 


Chinumen, hooting and shrieking. Toe 
ricers jumped on their bare-back steeds and 


went off ata tremendous speed, the China- 
man leuding all the way. On the home- 
stretch, as the Chinaman was cominy in far 
ubead, the horse suddenly rushed headiong 
into a stable close by, toppling his rider into 
the straw, amid roars of luushter from the 
crowd. 

Most of the Chinamen were dressed in 
their ordinary costume, though one or two 
wore sults of quilted blue stuff. The event 
ofthe day was the 4 o’clock dinner. The 
menu Was neither elaborate nor costly. but 
there Was an abun'and supply of well-couoked 
food, including delicious Spanish mackerel 
With butter sauce, deviled chicken, cLippea 
beef, xreen corn, tomatoes and custard, 
washed down With some excellent tea. One 
lean-looking Chinamun as he came out rub- 
bed himself complacentiv and, smacking his 
lips, said: **Me Jikee muchee; fullee all up.” 
It Was no clam bake or chowder festival, but 
aregulur American meal. The two meals 
cost 41 75 a head, while the tickets, covering 
calriage hire, refreshments and all inci- 
dettals, such as fireworks, were ‘“‘sleven 
dolla” ¢ach. There was plenty of music, 
that is, oriental music, but no sinzimy or 
dancing. 

The departure of the Chinamen from New 
York caused something of a sensation, but 
the return at night caused wild excitement. 
The excursionists left New Doro in time to 
cutech the 7 o’clock boat. On debarkinge at 
New rork the music was increased in force, 
and along Broadway, down Chambers street, 
Citv Hall place, Pearl street and Chatham 
street the musicians plaved with a vengeance, 
Chinese lanterns were suspended across Mott 
street, and as soon as the tirst carriage drove 
up adisplay of fireworks began such as is 
seldom seen even on a Fourth of July. 
Rockets, crackers, colored fires and burning 
barrels served to illumnate the neighbor- 
hood for peariy half an hour, while the 
orchestra played its wildest notes and the 
crowd cheered. 

The day’s outing was thoroughly enjoved 
by allandthe managers declared it Wasa 
success. Tom Lee said thatabout twenty of 
the excursionists are citizens and voters. 
There was not adrunken Chinaman to be 
seen; very little beer was consumed and no 
whisky. Just before dinner a numoer of 
Chinamen made alarge pot of strong tea, 
Which was handed around in cups. ‘There 
were few laundrymen present, nearly all be- 
ing storekeepers and opium-sellers. Chop- 
Slicks Were nowhere to be seen, and pig-tuiis 
were carefully hidden away. 


A Chicago Pool Buyer.

‘Lhe speculative supporters of a pool-sell- 

ing shop on Sansom street are in a state of 
fermentation over the unprecedented streak 
of good luck a mysterious invester from Chi- 
cago has struck.

HALF A MILLION WANTED. 


The Wiggins Ferry Company on the 
Chicago and Alton Warpath Again. 


A suit was filed this morning in the Circuit 
Court by the Wiggins Ferry Company against 
the Chicago and Alton Railroad Company. 
The action is based on the contract between 


the two companies bearing date April 28th, 
1874, by which it was agreed that the Wig- 
gins Ferry Company shouid conduct all the 
ferry business across the river between St. 
Louis and East St. Louis, both passengers 
and freight, carried by the Chicago and Alton 


road to the _ island. For a_ breach 
of this contract, extending over 
certain years, (‘the~— Wiggins Ferry 


Company brought suit in the Cireuit Court 
and obtained judgment against the Chicazo 
and Alton road in the sum of $107,225 41. The 
case Was appealed and it finally reached the 
Supreme Court, where the judgment was af- 
tirmed afew months since,the Railroad Com- 
pany having to pay $154,068 16 tothe Ferry 
Company,the full amount,including interest 
The suit brought to-day calls for damages 
in the sum of $500,000 by reason of the 
breach of the agreement for ferriage extend- 
ing over a period from August 138, 1875, to 
the present time, and judgment is asked for 
interest upon the sums of money alleged 
to be due atthe time of the said breaches. 
The Wiggins Ferry Company complains 
thatthe business of the Chicago and Alton 
Road is carried by way of the bridge and by 
the Madison Ferry. 


Coroner’s Inquest.

Greedy Notaries. 

The stenographers are growing alarmed at 
the bostile stand taken by the new notaries.

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NO PREMIUMS FOR COTTON. 


The Explanation of a Significant 
Break in the Fair Programme.

How Chas. Green Succeeded in Making 
the Cotton Exchange Draw Out 
of the Fair. 


More than once in the course of Mr. Chrs* 
Green’s incumbency of the office of Presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Fair Association public 
criticism has been directed toward the pe- 
culiar nature of the services ‘which that 


gentleman renders for the salary given him 
Ly the asso¢iation. Within tue last two 
weeks it has dawned upon the Southern 
plantersin the valley that no cotton pre- 
miums were being offered by the Fair Asso- 
ciution this vear, and accordingly every St. 
Louis merchant withSouthern correspondents 
has been deluged with Zinquiries as to why 
this Was thus. The explanation of this prob- 
lem Ws net an easy one, partiy “because the 
Fair Association was ashamed and the eotton 
men unwilling to publish the facts in the 
case, . 

The PostT-DISPATCH, however. is able to 
tel] just how Mr. Green succeeded in induc- 
ing the cotton factors not to offer any premi- 
ums this year, and thus saving the visitors at 


the Fair Grounds the trouble 
of walking around the cotton 
exhibit. The desirable consummation was 


accomplished thus: Just before the last Pair 
the members of the Cotton [Ixxcbange, in ac- 
cordance With a custom which was obtained 
for many years past, made the usual collec- 
tion for the cotton premiums at the Fair, pre- 
miums which aitract votlon to this market 
from every cotton-growing§ district in the 


Mississippi Valley. After the money had 
been raised the chairman of the com. 
mittee of the Cotton Exchange, 


Mr. John Gilkeson, made the usual request 
ior complimentary tickets for subscribers io 
the fund. Mr. Green declined to issue any 
tickets, intimating thatifanv member ofthe 
Cotton Exchange expected to get into the 
Fair Grounds they wouid deposit tfty cents 
With the gute-keeper—children half price. 
Considering that these tickets Uad alwavs been 
issued by every former president, and that it 
was ucomplimentofaverycteap description 
to the gentlemen, who were giving sums av- 
eraging a bundred dollars a piece, the re- 
fusal of Mr. Green was looked upon as very 
-mall,butit was the manner of tbe refusal 
which caused the first breach rather than the 
refusal itself. Heretofore under such presi- 
dents as Mr. Julius Walsh and Gerard B. 
Aiien the Fair Association has always added 


ten per cent to the premiums donated 
by the cotton men. This, 
tuo, Mr. Green declined to do. 


It was supposed that Mr. Green did not un- 
derstand the magnitude of the tnterest whicb 
was tbus beingleft out in the cold—the cot- 
ten trade of St. Louis represents between 
$20,000,000 and %30,000,000— ind accordinely 
Mr. Gilkeson, the committee chairman, at- 
tempted to communicate with him upon the 


subject. Mr. Green snubbed him shameful- 
Iv. Not alone dil the President 
of the Fair Association forget, 
tue courtesy due a gentlemau 


but he bas succeeded in making the whole 
Cotton Excbange, whieh he insulted in the 
person of its committee, anxious for the 
time to come when the Fair Association 
bondholders will cease longer to make for- 
bearance a virtue. With one feil snub Mr. 
Green has snubved out the whole cotton ce- 
partment at the Fair, with the building 
which was to bave been erected this vear 
by the factors for their own accommodation 
andthe adornment of the grounds. When 
the question of cotton premiums for this 
year was brought in ata meeting of the Cot- 
ton Exchange last week, it was emphatically 
determined that the cotton men were not 
wanted at the Fair, and that the want of af- 
fection was mutual. There will be no cotton 
premiums at the Fair, but they will be offer- 
ed at one of the compresses later in the sea- 
son.

More About the Homeophatic War— 
|A Case ot Varioloid—Notes. 

The war between the two colleges of home- 
opathy continues, and thejoflice of the Board 
of Health is made the bloodless battle-ground 
for the contending pill-prescribers. Last Sat- 
urday the POST-DISPATCH published the 
statement of Dr. Phil. G. Valentine to the 


effect that no such institution 
as the Homeophatic College Of 
Missouri legally existed and that 
Wm. €. Richardson, P. A. Philon and 


others were usurping the rights of the home- 
pathic brethren who flourish at the corner 
of Tenth and Carr streets when they as- 
sumed the title. Now, Health Commis- 
sioner Francis has in his possession a circu- 
lar statement from Dr. J. T. Boyd, the Reg- 
ister of the “College of Missouri,’’ in which 
Dr. Boyd insists that his institution alone 
stands in the law and constitution, and 
that the usurping and wrong-doing are 
all on the other side. Mr. Francis re- 
fused to let the PostT-DISPATCH reporter 
see the document until it had been submitted 
to the board, but said the sum and substance 
of it was an exchange of exactly the same al- 
legations made by Dr. Vatentine. 

A CASE OF VARIOLOID. 

Martha Farrell, a colored girl, aged 18, liv- 
ingin the rear of 2115 Franklin avenue, who 
did some washing and ironing for th? Dooley 
family, whose child died recently from small- 
pox, was taken suddenly sick vesterdav,when 
the policeman on the beat notified Capt. 
Huebier, of the Third District, who in turn 
votified the Bourd of Health. Martha was 
visited by physicians, who pronounced 
hes case one of varioloid, anda light one at 
that. She was sent to the Small-pox Hospi- 
taltbis morning. The city physicians insist 
that Martba has only alighttouch of vario- 
loid, and that there is not so much danger of 
asmall-pox epidemic as some people im- 
agine.

Cotton Memberships—Tired Markets— 
An Exporter’s Explanation. 

Billy Hawk was floating around the floor 
to-day wrapped up in a new suit of clothes 
that he claimed were made in Chicago; but 
the trade mark of aceleprated levee tailor and 
tag marked ““Very cheap—$7 50,’ that he for- 
got to take off the collar, rather gave him 
away. Jim Post said he knew Billy did not 
pay any more than he did for his clothes. 


At1@ o’clock this afternoon, by a unani- 
mous vote, the Cotton Exchange adopted the 
rule governing memberships. This rule 
goes into effect at once and provides that 
the initiation fee on and afterto-day and up 
to November 1 will be $100: on and after No- 
vember and upto January 1, 1882, to be 
$250, and on and after latter date to be raised 
to $500, 

Secretary Geo. Morgan reeeived to-day an 
Andal™sion jack, shipped by the Memphis 
Exchange, to be sold for the benetit of the 
Miehigan sufferers. A large sum had been 
netted fortbe animal in Memphis, where he 
had been sold for tnat charitable cbjeect, and 
be was started out on histravelsto be dis- 
posed of inthe principal cities, the money 
realizeadl ou him to be donated for the same 
purpose.

The dullness that marks the St. Louis 
grain markets is in great contrast to the ac- 
livity that prevailed here some time ago. 


Most of the country dealers 
have departed for fresher fieids, 
and cption orders are as scarce 


as John Melion would make out corn to be. 
This heavy dropping off in buying orders has 
withdrawn one of the chief elements. of 
strength from grain at this poiut, and it is 
expected within a short time this market 
will be nearer in line with other markets. 
Selling orders are all the rage now, and it 
looks verv much as though the country had 
commenced to siing its long grain. The 
slouch hats are getting tired. 

A letter from a large exporter of New York 
toafriend here gives 2 reason for the pres- 
ent, depression in European markets that is 
interesting, as not known before. He says: 
Russia bas been pressing the sale of her 
wheat, presumably as that country needs 
money, and basbeen shipping large quanti- 
ties from all her ports inthe Seaof <Azor, 
Black Sea and elsewhere. She has sent way 
in this way a more than usually heavy 
amount that has been thrown upon the Euro- 
pean markets, thus keeping prices down. 
These shipments are expected to keep up 
until the close of navigation, which will be 
from the Ist to 15th ef November, and no @all 
will be made for American wheat, bor is anv 
large advance looked for across’. the 
water until these shipments from Russia 
cease. This exporter also states that he was 
notified by bis European firm to sell out all 
the vrain he held in New York,which he did, 
making a profit on the grain, as the market 
had advanced besond what he bought at, 


but losing slightly on the ocean 
charters he had contracte | for. 


There wasa most decidedly weak feeling 
running through all the principal markets, 
allof which ceuld be summed upin the 
word ‘‘sick.’?
